THE LEGISLATIVE RACE WILL SOON 
‘BE LIVELY. 


| MoTyrerz, Ga., August 10.—[Special.]—

But Nevertheless Those Who Went Heard a 
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Eour Candidates Already Announced ‘but 
Others May Come Out—The Board of 


Trade Hold an Important Meeting. 


Macon, Ga., August 10.—{Special.)—There 
isa lull in politicsin Bibb county since the 
nomination of Congressman James H. Blount, 
but it is thought that the legislative race will 
soon open up red hot. So far there are only 
four candidates for the house, Messrs. C. L. 
Bartlett, W. A. Huff, R. W. Patterson and J. 
W. Willis. Willis lives in the country, at 
Walden, in Rutland district, and was put in 
the race by the alliance. The alliance is not 
strong in Bibb, so the mere support 
ot the alliance does not necessarily 
insure his election. It is reported 
however, that certain political powers that be 
in Macon will support Willis, because, it is 
said, he is in favor of annexation, towit: The 
incorporation of the suburbs as a part of 
Macon. It is being sought to make “‘annexa- 
tion” the sole issue in the legislative race, and 
an effort will be made to elect only those can- 


didates who favor annexation. 
ABOUT HUFF. 

Huff is the only candidate todate, who has 
declared himself in the public print, on the 
question. Huff livesin Vineville, one of the 
unannexed suburbs. He has placed himself 
on record as opposing ‘forcible annexation ;”’ 
that is, he thinks the people in the suburbs 
should not be annexed without having a voice 
and vote in the matter. He thinks, also, they 
should not be annexed without being allowed 
representation in the city council. He thinks 
the suburbs should not be taxed to pay any of 
the present debt of the city, and he thinks the 
suburbs should not be annexed until there is 
a change in the present city charter. One of 
these changes is to limit the term of service of 
the mayor and not allow him to hold it per- 

tually. Huff’s position on annexation em- 

races several other points. He published a 
very elaborate, abic and interesting paper on 
the subject which seems to have closed the 
mouths of everybody. Up to the hour 
of the appearance of his letter 
the city was one great hurrah about 
annexation. There has not been a cheer since 
then. ot 

If reports are true, certain elements wili try 
to retire Huff from politics by defeating him 
for the legislature. If this is so, the fight will 
be very interesting. Huff has had strong 
opposition in some of his political battles, but 
he has never been defeated before the people. 
He was born a poor boy in the country, and 
the farmers have always voted strong for hin. 
He has always been the friend of the laboring 
man, and mechanics will give him big support. 
When mayor of Macon he was always kind 
and generous to the poor and 
they never forget him. He has an 
individual following in the city which never 
forsakes him. There is not a smarter man in 
Bibb county than W. A. Huff. He has never 
_ been wrong ona public measure, and he al- 
Ways wins in the courts if the question 1s car 
ried there. 

OTHER CANDIDATES. 

In addition to the above names for the leg- 
islature, itis saiu that H. V. Washington and 
A. O. Bacon may be brought into the race. 
The name of H. S. Edwards has been men- 
tioned, also that of John G. McGobick. 

The nomination occurs by primary on Sep- 
tember 2d. 

COUNTY ELECTION.

Mr. Maurice Thompson’s Visit to Calhoun 
Recently—Meeting With Old Friends— 
The Chat at the Dinner Table. 


Darton, Ga., August 9.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—It was with a feeling of exulta- 
tion that I received one Saturday afternoon a 
brief communication which informed me that 
the genial author of “Byways and Bird 
Notes’’ had paused in his journey to the Pied- 
mont Chautauqua, and was spending a few days 
among the scenes of his boyhood. 

Early Sunday morning I left Rome for Cal- 
houn, buoyant with anticipation. It was a 
bright and beautiful summer day; just such, I 
imagined, as would delight the critic and 
novelist. 

I found him sitting on the broad veranda 
of the old Calhoun hotel, where he boarded 
when he was a law student twenty-five years 
ago. 

His slender athletic figure was clothed in a 
plain black cutaway suit with a 
plain gold chain drawn diagonally 
across his vest front. There was no charm gst 
the end of the chain, no rings on his fingers 
and no pin in the gray-striped scarf which 
bordered the out-turned collar. 

Mr. Thompson was resting his head against 
a column of the veranda, allowing his dark, 
melancholy eyes to wander dreamily 
over the wooded Oostanaula hills which were 
bathed in a golden haze, and his hair, black as 
a raven but streaked here and there with gray 
was blown in a ‘‘blowsed”’ condition across his 
broad forehead. 

A large party of his boyhood friends.«were 
introduced and the novelist grasped each hand 
with an almost boyish familiarity, and the smile 


that came over his face was one of childish | 


gladness as some old friend would approach 
whom he had not seen for twenty-two years, 
and extended his hand with ‘‘Howdy, Mat, 
you’ve been gone a long time, but we have not 
forgotten you.”’ 

“Yes, Tom; Ihave not been here in twenty- 
two years, but still I know you all.’’ 

Mr. Thompson was to dine with Hon. W. 
H. Black, and we repaired to his residence. 

Mr. Thompson took a seat by the 
wide, open window which overlooked 
a portion of the river valley, and 
gazed for a long time on the luxuriant corn 
and cotton fields. Turning to me with some- 
thing like disappointment in his soft, musical 
voice, he exclaimed: ‘‘Things have changed 
wonderfully since I went away. Even the 
woods on the hills and the brakes in the yal- 
leys look different.’’ 

There was something in his tone which 
recalled the stanza in which there is a touch 
of pride from the ‘‘Song of the Silliquoy.”’ 

“T fled like a bird from my home in the woods, 

Filed far and fied strong in my pride, 

I found a sweet mateand I reared méa brood, 

And I thought the old longings had died.” 

He had left his paper-covered desk, his re- 
views, his books, the silent companions of his 
every-day toil and had returned to that home 
from which he had flown like a wayward bird 
and the golden hued-memory of which breathes 
throughall his poems and romances like a 
child’s May dream. He had come in answer 
to the desire which appears in the next 
stanza of the same little poem: 

“But the birds will sing at the coming of spring, 

And I feel an old song in my mouth, 

A song that my lipsare a-hunger to sing, 

In the warm dim woods of the south.” 

One by one the guests who were to dine came 
in, most all of them old acquaintances .of the 
author, and some time was spent in pleasant 
conversation : 

The conversation was chiefly of a political 
character in which the novelist seemed to 
take a lively interest. . 

He expressed himself as being surprised at 
the political situation in Georgia which has 
been mainly produced by the alliance. The 
subtreasury bill which makes the govern- 
ment a banker to lend money was 
to him a most absurd thing, and he did not be- 
lieve it would ever be passed. 

At dinner he sat beside Colonel W. J. Can- 
trell, under whom he had read Blackstone. 
Judge J. C. Fain and I sat facing them, and 
at each end of the table were Hon. W. H. 
Black and Rey. L. P. Winter. 

There were several attempts to draw Mr. 
Thompson into literary conversation but these 
he very skillfully avoided. 

I noticed he ate very sparingly of delicacies 
and drank milk instead of coffee. 

He and Judge Fain kept the party interested 
by there view of war reminiscences with now 
and then a pleasantry which moved the whole 
party to humor. 

He was always addressed as ‘‘Mat,’’ that 
being the name by which he was formerly 
known. 

‘‘Mat,’”’ said Judge Fain, ‘‘you have aban- 
doned the law, I believe.”’ 

‘Yes, judge, I went out of the profession 
six years ago. Inow devote my whole time 
to literature. 

‘I spend most of my time at home, in Craw- 
fordsyille, and the books I am _ expected 
to review for The Independet, and also the 
manuscripts I am to examine, are sent me by 
the publishers, and when my work is done 
they are sent back.’ 

Sveaking of his old home near Calhoun he 
said: : 

“T was greatly disappointed yesterday when 
I drove out to the old place. Itold my wife 
several weeks ago that I was going 
back and get a drink from the old 
well in the yard, but [found the old well filled 
up and a new and very uninviting one dug in 
another place. Everything has changed be- 
yond recognition. The road is more narrow, 
the yard is smaller, and the trees less attract- 
ive than they used to be.”’ 

He took a regretful farewell from his old 
friends, and standing on the platform as the 
train vulled out for Atlanta that 
afternoon, he took a long, parting look 
on the old familiar scenes. 

When he and I were safely housed ina 
sleeping car he looked outon the green tangled 
groves with the waters of the Oothcalooga rip- 
pling away under the dim sylvan arches, and 
he turned to me with a twinkle of delight in 
his dark eyes, and exclaimed: . “Ah, here 
is something that has not changed!” 
Our conversation was exclusively literary, and 
he spoke highly of the work that has been ac- 
complished by numerous southern writers, 
He said: “F. L. Stanton has written some de- 
lightful things, and Joel Chandler Harris igs 
without doubt the most prominent figure in 
American dialect. 

“TI regard Sidney Lanier as infinitely auper- 
ior to Paul H. Hayne, although Hayne wrote 
some fine verse. 

“One of the brightest paragraphers you 
have down here is Harry Stillwell Edwards,

treme part. Our eyes have been opened 
recently—we had no idea that this part of our 
state was half whatit is—this part or on 
of Georgia isthe ceming part. Its develop- 
ment hitherto has been slow, and will con- 
tinue so untilit becomes better known, but 

seen as I have recently seen it, is :

ve built up middle, 
southern and northeastern Georgia, but have 
failed to open up this section. Hemmed in by 
niountains, the only noise similar to that 
made by the locomotive, is made by our 
threshing engines. We can not raise cotton on 
this side of the Blue Ridge, but can corn, 
wheat, oates and rye in abundance. There 
are more fat hogs, sleek horses and mule colts 
here than in any one section of our state. 
Mule colts are substituted for cotton, and 
there is money in the substitution. 

Political matters never create half the dis- 
turbance on this as on that sideof the moun- 
tain. People care but little about politics or 
politicians. It would take a Hill or some other 
silyer-tongued orator to get a decent crowd out 
to a political gathering. But begin to say 
something about the Farmers’ Alliance, and 
you whoop them up from every mountain cove 
—they are absolutely wild on the subject. 
Staid old deacons, who will not venture out 
when the weather is threatening to church, 
will walk miles to meet the alliance. Demo- 
crats and republicans at such moments come 
together like twin brothers, ignoring politics, 
but shaking hands on what to them seems the 
farmers’ redemption. 

This section has a few — of which itcan 
truthfully boast. The first thing I mention is 
its timber. I have been astonished beyond 
measure at the wealth of timber this county is 
in possession of. You can see scores of yellow 

plar in the coves measuring from 
bo to 30 feet in circumference. The 
word score does not bring out my mean- 
ing. They can be seen by the thousands 
—trees from 50 to 60 feet high before a 
limb is seen. I can point out to you in a cove 
in Union county hundreds of trees of this kind, 
so many feet in diameter that the huge circu- 
lar saw that was on exhibition at the Pied- 
mont fair could not saw without first quarter- 
ing them. Notthe poplar only, but in the 
same and adjoining coves rr will find an 
abundance of buckeye, wild cherry, walnut, 
mulberry, and last, but not least, mahogany— 
I mean whatI say, mahogany. The moun- 
taineers call the tree ‘‘mountain bay,”’ but it’s 
rew in South 
America. Northeast Georgia has been con- 
sidered poverty-stricken—lands poor and not 
worth the labor expended in cultivation. I 
admit all that is said about her in this respect, 
but she is fabulously rich in her timber and 
mineral. Butour people do not realize it— 
others do. Now while we write agents of 
northern and English syndicates are noiselessly 
buying rp these lands at $1 to $2 per 
acre. If this timber could be eut 
into lumber it would bring, in your city, $25 
to $30 per thousand feet, in New York, double 
theamount. These agents know the value, 
our farmers do not. 

We have two or three sawmills in this 
county, and the lumber sells at $7.50 per 
thousand feet at the mill—almost given away. 
I know of no surer road to a large fortune than 
for some of our own southern men to invest in 
said lands, and bring to market what we con- 
sider and know to be the finest lumber in all 
Georgia. 

Can’t you, in your great paper, say some- 
thing to stir up capitalists, or, at least, warn 
these ‘a people to let the syndicates wholly 
alone 

Next comes our mineral Jands—mineral 
everywhere—the mountain’ sides are ribbed 
with veins of the precious metals. Time will 
prove our assertion about this being the coming 
section of Georgia. 

Permit us to call the attention of your many 
readers to what isthe strongest proof of our 
assertion. Ten years ago, our 
section had no schools, much less a 
college.

VENOM FOR MOTHER AND SON. 


One Bitten by a Copperhead and the Other 
by a Buckwheat-Nose Adder. 


Mrs. George Reyer and her 10-year-old son, 
living near Pageville, O., wexe bitten by ven- 
omous snakes Tuesday afternoon, one within 
an hour of the other, and both are likely to die. 
Mrs. Reyer went into her cellar to put a pie on 
the swing shelf, and while she stood by the 
shelf she felt a blow in her face, and instantly 
a sharp pain shot from her nose into her tem- 
ples and the back of her head. She hurried 
up the cellar stairs and when she reached the 
kitchen she was seized with a strange numb- 
ness and soon became unconscious. Her sister 
was present, and calling to’a neighbor for aid, 
she ran for Dr. Sabin. He succeeded in par- 
tially omy 4 | Mrs. Reyer to consciousness. 
Her face and head were terribly swollen and 
two small red marks, like the prickings of a 
pin, were discovered at the end of her nose, 
one on each side. Dr. Sabin at once said that 
Mrs. Reyer had been bitten by a copperhead 
snake. A search was subsequently made in 
the cellar and the snake was found, coiled on 
the swing shelf. 

While the doctor was working over Mrs. 
Reyer, George, the 10-year old son, came 
screaming into the house and alarmed those 

resent by declaring that he had been bitten 

y a “buckwheat nose.”” This is a snake of 
the adder species, whicb frequents this part of 
Ohio. It has a triangular snout, which gives 
it its local name, and when enraged flattens its 
head on the ground, and when gh banat 
its lower jaw out of its joint until it gs at 
right angle with the upper jaw. Thisstrange 
dislocation of the under jaw is necessary for 
the snake to use its fangs, which are on the 
upper jaw, but instead of working in asocket, 
tike those of the rattlesnake, are fastened flat 
against the jaw bone. This snake is also called 
the um snake, because of its habit of feign-

DR. TALMAGE'S DISCOURSE AT LONG 
BRANCH YESTERDAY. 


The Eloquent Divine Takes His Text From 
the Fall of Manna In the Wilderness 
and Interests His Hearers. 


LONG Brancu, N.J., August 10.—[Specia].] 
The great Brooklyn preacher, who is staying 
here, discourses this week on the gospel pro- 
vision for ordinary and extraordinary needs. 
His text is Joshua v,12: “And the manna 
ceased on the morrow after they had eaten of 
the old corn of the land.” 

Only those who have had something to do 
with the commissariat of an army know what 
a job it is to feed and clothe five or six hun- 
dred thousand men. Well, there is sucha 
host as that marching across the desert. They 
are cut off from all army supplies. There afte 
no rail trains bringing down food or blankets. 
Shall they all perish? No. The Lord comes 
from heaven to the rescue, and he touches the 
shoes and the coats which in a year or two 
would have been worn to rags and tatters, and 
they become storm-proof and time-proof, so 
that, after forty years of wearing, the coats and 
the shoes are as good as new. Besides that, 
every morning there isa shower of bread, not 
sour and soggy, for the rising of that bread is 
made in heaven, and celestial fingers have 
mixed it, and rolled it into balls, light, flaky, 
and sweet, as though they were crumbs thrown 
out from a heavenly banquet. Two batches of 
bread made every day in the upper mansion— 
one for those who sit at the table with the king, 
and the other for the marching Israelites in the 
wilderness. 

I do not very much pity the Israelites for 
the fact that they had only manna to eit. It 
was, I suppose, the best food ever provided. 
I know that the ravens brought food to hungry 
Elijah; but Ishould not so well have liked 
those black waiters. Rather would I have 
the fare that came down every morning in 
buckets of dew—clean, sweet, God-provided 
edibles. But now the Israelites havg taken 
the last bit of it in their fingers and put the 
last delicate morsel of it to their lips. They 
look out, and there is no manna. Why this 
cessation of heavenly supply? It was because 
the Israelites had arrived in Canaan, and 
they smelied the breath of the harvest fields, 
and the crowded barns of the ~coun- 
try were thrown open to them. All 
the inhabitants had fled, and in the name of 
the Lord of Hosts the Israelites took possession 
of everything. Well, the threshing-floor is 
cleared, the corn is scattered over it, the oxen 
are brought around in lazy and perpetual cir- 


winnowed with a fan, and itis ground and it 
is baked, and, lo! there is enough bread for all 
the worn-out host. ‘‘And the manna ceased 
on the morrow after they had eaten of the old 


From among the mummies of Egypt, and 
‘Canaan have been brought grains of corn, ex- 
actly like our Indian corn,and recently planted 
they have produced the same kind of corn, 
with which we are familiar. So I ain not sure 
which kind of grain my text refers to, but all 
the saine is the meaning. 

The bisection of this subject leads me, first, 
to speak of especial relief for especial emer- 
gency; and, secondly, of the old corn of the 
gospel for ordinary circumstances, 

If these Israelites crossing the wilderness 
had not received bread from the heavenly 
bakeries, there would, first, have been a long 
line of dead children half buried in the sand; 
then, there would have been a long line of dead 
women waiting for the jackals; then, there 
would have been a long line of dead men un- 
buried, because there would have been no one 
to bury them. It would have been told in the 
history of the world thata great company of 
good people started out from Egypt for Canaan, 
and were never heard of, as thorougnly 10st 1n 
the wilderness of sand as the City of Boston 
‘and the President were lost in the wilderness 
of waters. What use was it to them that there 
was plenty of corn in Canaan, or plenty of 
corn in Egypt? 

What they wanted was something to eat 
right there, where there was not so much as a 


grass-blade, In other word»; au especial sup- 
ply f---e wopoutal EMergency. That is what 


some cf yon want. The ordinary comfort, the 
“ordinary counsel, do not seem to meet your 
case. There are those who feel that they 
must have an omnipotent and immediate sup- 
ply, and you shall have it. 

Is it pain and physical distress through 
which you must go? oes not Jesus know all 
vabout pain? Did he not suffer itin the most 
sensitive part of head and hand and foot? He 
has a mixture of comfort, one drop of which 
shall cure the worst paroxysm. It is the same 
graco that soothed Robert Hall when, after 
writhing on the carpet in physical tortures, he 
cried out: “Oh! I suffered terribly, but I 


There is nosuch nurse as 
Jesus—his hand the gentlest, his foot the 
lightest, his arm the strongest. For especial 
pang especial help. | 

Is it approaching sorrow? Isitlong, shad- 
owing bereavement that you know is coming, 
because the breath is short, and the voice is 
faint, and the cheek is pale? Have you been 
to en- 
dure widowhood or childlessness or a disbanded 
home, and cried, “I cannot endure it?’’ Oh, 
worried soul, you will wake up amidst all 
your troubles, and find around about you the 
sweet consolation of the gospel as thickly 
‘strewed as was the manna around about the 
Israclitish encampment! Especial solace for 
especial distress. 

Or is it a trouble past, yet present? A silent 
nursery? A vacant chairopposite you at the 
table? A musing upon a broken family circle 
never again to be reunited? A choking sense 


extinguishes the light of sun, and puts out 
bloom of flower, and makes you reckless as to 
whether you live or die? Especial comfort for 
that especial trial. Your appetite has failed 
for everything else. Oh,try a little of this 
wilderness manna: ‘‘I will never leave thee, 
I will never forsake thee.” ‘‘Like asa father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth them 
‘that fear Him.” ‘‘Can a woman forget her 
sucking child, that she should not have com- 

assion on the son of her womb ? yea, they may 


forget, yet will I not forget thee.’ 
Or is it the grief of a dissipated companion? 
There are those here who have it, so I am not 


speaking in the abstract, but to the point. You 
have not ieee ‘it, perhaps, to your most 
intimate friend; bat you see your home going 
away gradually from you, and unless thin 
change soon it will be entirely destroyed. 
Your grief was well depicted by a woman, pre- 
siding ata woman’s meeting in Ohio, when 
her intoxicated husband staggered up to the 
platform, to her overwhelming mortification 
and the disturbance of the audience, and she 
pulled a protruding bott!e from her husband’s 
pocket, and held it up before the audience,and 
cried out, “There is the cause of my woe! 
‘There are the tears and the life-blood of a 
drunkard’s wife!’’ And then, looking up to 
heayen, shesaid, ‘‘How long, O Lord! how 
long ?’’ and then, looking down to the andi- 
ence, cried, ‘‘Do you wonder I feel strongly on 
this subject? Sisters, will you help me?” 
And hundreds of voices responded, ‘‘Yes, yes, 
we will a you.” 

You stand, some of you, in such a tragedy 
today. You cannot even ask him to stop 
drinking.

secutive days of falling manna—Sundays ex- 
cepted—the manna ceased. Some of them 
were glad of it. You know they had com- 
plained to their leader, and wondered that 
they had to eat manna instead of onions. Now 
the fare is changed. Those people in that 
army under forty years of age had never seen a 
corn-field, and now, when they hear the leaves 
rustling and see the tassels waving and the 
billows of green flowing over the plain as the 
wind touched them, it must have been a new 
and lively sensation. ‘‘Corn!’’ cried the old 
man as he opened an ear. ‘‘Corn!" cried the 
children, as they counted the shinning grains. 
‘“Corn!”’ shouted the vanguard of the host, as 
they burst open the graneries of the affrighted 
population, the graneries that had been left 
n the possession of the victorious  Is- 
raelites. Then the fire was kindled, and the 
ears of corn were thrust into it, and, fresh and 
crisp and tender, were devoured of the hungry 
victors and bread was prepared, and man 
things that can be made out of flour vegnied 
the appetites that had been sharpened by the 
long march, ‘‘And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the old corn of 
the land.”’ 

Blessed be God, we stand in just such a field 
today, the luxuriant grain coming above the 
girdle, the air.full of the odors of the ripe old 
corn ofthe gospel Canaan. ‘Oh!’’ you say, 
“the fare is too plain.”” Then I remember you 
Will soon get tired of a fanciful diet. While I 
was in Paris, I liked for awhile the rare and 
exquisite cookery; but I soon wished I was 
home again, and had the plain fare of my na- 
tive land. Soitisa fact that we soon weary 
of the syrups and the custards and the whipped 
foam of fanciful religionists, and we cry, ‘‘Give 
us plain bread made out of the old corn of the 
gospel Canaan.’ Thisis the only food that 
can quell the soul’s hunger. 

There are men here who hardly know what 
is the matter with them. They have tried to 
get together a fortune and larger account at 
the bank, and to get investments yielding 
larger percentage. They are trying to satisfy 
their soul with a diet of mortgages and stocks. 
There are others here who have been trying to 
get famous, and have succeeded to a greater 
or less extent; and they have been trying to 
satisfy their sonl with the chepped feed of 
inagazines and newspapers. All these men 
are no more happy now than when they made 
the first thousand dollars; no more happy now 
than when for the first time they saw their 
names favorably mentioned. hey cannot 
analyze or define their feelings; but I will 
teli them what is the matter—they are hungry 
for the old corn of the gospel. That you must 
have, or be pinched, and wan, and wasted, and 
hollow-eyed, and shriveled up with an eternity 
of famine. 

The infidel scientists of this day are offering 
usa different kind of soul food; but they are, 
of all men, the most miserable. I have known 
many-of them, but I never knew one of them 
whocame within a thousand miles of eo 
happy. The great John Stuart Mill provider 
for himself a new kind of porridge; but yet, 
when he comes to die, he acknowledges that 
his philosophy never gave him any comfort in 
days of bereavement, and in a roundabout way 
he admits that his life was a failure. So itis 
with all infidel scientists. They are trying to 
live on telescopes and crucibles and proto- 


plasms, and they charge us with cant, 
not realizing that there is no_ such 
intolerable cant in all the world as 


this perpetual talk we are hearing about ‘‘posi- 
tive philosophy,’’ and “‘the absolute,” and 
“the great to be,’”’ and ‘“‘the} everlasting no,”’ 
and ‘the higher unity,” and “the latent poten- 
tialities,’’ and “‘the cathedral of the immen- 
sities.”” I have been translating what these 
men have been writing, and I have been 
translating what they have been doing, and 
I will tell vou what it all means—it means 
that they want to kill God! And my onl 
wonder is that God has not killed them. I 
have, in other days, tasted of their confections, 
and I come back and tell you today that there 
is no nutriment or life or health in anything 
but the bread made ont of the old corn of the 
gospel. WhatdoI mean by that? I mean 
that Christ is the bread of life, and taking 
him you live and live forever. 

But, you say, corn is of but little practical 
use unless it is threshed and ground and baked. 


answer. this gospel cor ag gona theaugh 
that process. Wien on Dalvexs all the hoofs 


of human scorn came down on the heart of 
Christ, and all the flails of satanic fury beat 
Him long and fast, was not the corn threshed ? 
When the mills’ of God's indig- 
nation against — sin caught Christ 
between the upper and neither rollers, 
was not the corn ground? When Jesus de- 
scended into hell, and the flames of the lost 
world wrapped Him all dbout, was not the corn 
baked? Oh, yes! Christ is ready. His pardon 
allready; His peace all ready; everything 
ready in Christ. Are you ready for Him? 

Yousay, ‘‘That is such a simple gospel!” I 
know itis. You say you thought religion was 
astrange mixture of elaborate compounds. 
No; it is so plain that any abecedarian may un- 
derstand it. In its simplicity is its power. If 
you could, this morning, realize that Christ 
died to save fromsin and death and hell, not 
only your minister and your neighborand your 
father and yourchild, but you, it would make 
this hour like the a day for agitations, 
and, nolonger able to keep your seat, you 
would leap up. crying, ‘‘For me! for me!”’ 
God grant that you, my brother, may see this 
gospel with your own eyes, and hear it with 
your own ears, and feel with your own heart 
that you are a lost soul, but that Christ comes 
for your extrication. Can you not take that 
truth and digest it, and make it a part of your 
immortal life? It is only bread. 

You have noticed that invalids cannot take 
all kinds of food. The food that will do for 
one will not do for another. There are kinds 
of food which will produce, in cases of inval- 
idism, very speedy death. But you have 
noticed that all persons, however weak they 
may be, can take bread. Oh, soul, sick with 
sin, invalid in your transgressions, I think this 
gospel will agree with you! I think if you 
cannot take anything else, you can take this. 
Lost—found! Sunken—raised! Condemned— 
pardoned! Cast out—invited in! ,That is the 
old corn of the gospel. 

You have often seen a wheel with spokes of 
different ‘colors, and when the wheel was 
rapidly turned all the colors blended into a 
rainbow of exquisite beauty. I wish I could, 
today, take the peace and the life and the joy 
and glory of Christ, and turn them before your 
soul with such speed and such strength that 
you would be enchanted with the revolving 
splendors of that name which is above every 
name—the name once written with tears of 
exile and in blood of martyrdom, but written 
now in burnished crown and lifted scepter and 
transangelic throne. 

There is another characteristic about bread, 
and that is, you never get tired of it. There 
are people here seventy years of age who find 
it — as appropriate for their appetite as they 
did when, in boyhood, their mother cut a slice 
of it clear around the loaf. You have not got 
tired of bread, and that isa characteristic of 
the gospel. Old Christian man, are you tired 
of Jesus? If so, let us take His name out of 
our Bible, andiet us with pen andink @ase 
that name wherever we see it. Let us cast it 
out of our hymnology, and let ‘There is a 
Fountain’ and. ‘‘Rock of Ages’”’ go into for- 
getfulness. Let us teardown the communion 
table where we celebrate His love. Let us 
dash down the baptismal bowl where we were 
consecrated to Him. Let us hurl Jesus 
from our heart, and ask some other 
hero tocomein. Let ussay, “Go away,Jesus; 
I want another companion, another friend, 
than thou art.’’ Could you doit? The years 
of your past life, aged man, would utter a pro- 
test against it, and the graves of your Chris- 
tian dead would charge you with being an in- 
grate, and your little grandchildren would say, 
“Grandfather, don’t do that, Jesus is the one 
to whom we say our prayers at — and who 
is to open heaven when we die. Grandfather, 
don’t do that.” ‘Tired of Jesus? The Bur- 
gundy rose you pluck from the garden is not 
so fresh and fair and beautiful. Tired of 
Jesus? As well get weary of the spring 
morning, and the voices of the mountain run- 
nel, and the quiet of your own home, and the 

ladness of your own children. Jesus is 
read, and the appetite for that is never ob- 
literated. « 

I notice, in regard to this gyticle of food, 
you take it three timesaday. It is on your 
table morning, noon and night; and if it is 
forgotten, you say, ‘‘Where is the bread?’’ 
Just so certainly you need Jesus three times a 
day. Oh, do not start out without Him; do 
not dare to go out of the front door; do not 
dare to go off the front steps, without having 
first communed with Him! Before noon there 
may be be perils that will destroy body, mind 
met § soul forever. You cannot afford to do 
without Him. You will, during the day, be 
amidst hoofs and swift wheels and

dangerous scaffoldings threatening the body, 
aud traps for the soul that have taken some 
who are more wily than you. When they 
launch a ship they fronts against the side of it 
a bottle of wine. Thatisa sort of supersti- 
tion among sailors. But oh, on the launching 
of every day, that we might strike against it at 
least one earnest prayer for divine protec- 
tion! That would not be superstition; that 
would be Christian, 

Then at the apex of the day, at the tiptop of 
the hours, equidistant from morning and 
night, look three ways. Look backward to 
the forenoon; look ahead to the afternoon ; 
look up to that Savior who presides over all. 
You want bread at noon. You may find no 

lace in which to kneel amidst the cotton 

les and the tierces of rice; but if Jonah 
could find room to pray in the whale’s belly, 
most certainly you will never be in’ such a 
crowded place that you cannot pray. Bread 
atnoon! When the evening hour comes, and 
your,head is buzzing with the day’s engage- 
ents, and your whole nature 1s sore from the 
abrasion of rough life, and you see 4 great 
many duties you have neglected, then com 
mune with Christ, asking His pardon, thank-- 
ing Him for His leve. That would be a queer 
evening repast at which there was no bread. 

This is the nutriment and life of the plain 
gospel that I recommend you. I do not know 
how some of our ministers make it so intricate 
and elaborate and mystifying athing. Itseems 
as if they had a sort of mongrelism in religion 
—part humanitarianism, part* spiritualism, 
part nothingarianism; and sometimes you 
think they are building their temple cut of 
the “Rock of Ages,” but you find their is no 
rock init at all. It is stucco. The gospel 
is plain. It is bread. There are no fogs 
hovering over the marsh of human specula- 
tion. f you cannot tell when you hear 
a& man ach, whether or not he 
believes in the plenary inspiration of the 
scriptures, it is because he does not believe in 
it. If, when you hear a man preach, you gan 
not tell whether or not he believes that sin is 
inborn, it is because he does not think it con- 
genital. If, when you hear a man talk in pul- 
pit or prayer-meeting, you cannot make up 
your mind whether or not he believes in re- 
generation, it is because he does not believe in 
it. If, when you heara man spéak on religi- 
ous themes, you cannot make up your mind 


wicked will come. out at the same place, then 
it is because he really believes their destinies 
are conterminous. . 

Do not talk to me about a man being doubt- 
ful about the doctrines of grace. He is not 
doubtful to me at all. Bread is bread, and I 
know it the moment I see it. I had a corn- 
field which I cultured with my own hand. I 
did not ask once in all the summer, “Is this 
corn?” I did not hunt up The Agriculturalist 
to get a picture of corn. was born insight of 
a corn-field, and I know all about it. When 
these Israelites came to Canaan and looked 
off upon the fields, the ery was “Corn! corn!” 
And if a man has once tasted of 
this’ heavenl bread, he knows it 
right away. e can tell this corn of the 
gospel Canaan from ‘‘the chaff which the 
wind driveth away. I bless God somany have 
found this gospel corn. It is the bread of 
which if a man eat he shall never hunger. I 
set the gladness of your soul to the tunes of 
“Ariel” and ‘‘Antioch.” Iring the weddin 
bells,for Christ and your souls are married, an 
there is no power on earth or in hell to get out 
letters of divorcement. 

But, alas for the faminé-struck! Enough 
corn, yet it seems you have no sickle to cut it, 
no mill to grind it, no fire to bake it, no appe- 
tite toeatit. Starving to death when the 
plain is golden with a magnificent harvest. 

I rode some thirteen miles to seé the Alex- 
ander, a large steamship that was beached near 
Southampton, Long Island. It was a splendid 
vessel. As I walked up and down the decks 
and in the cabins, Isaid: ‘‘Whata pity that 
this vessel should go to pieces, or be lying here 
idle!’?

Vhe Original Package Decision. 

It is argued, and with good reason, that 
the bill passed by congress for the purpose 
of overcoming the recent decision of the su- 
preme court on the original package ques- 
tion will not prove to be effective. 

The supreme court—two democratic judges 
agreeing—says that when the states gave to 
the government the right to control inter- 
state commerce, they relinquished the right 
to exercise police control over that com- 
merce. Thequestion now is, can that right, 
surrendered by the states, be restored to 
them byan actof congress. In other words, 
can congress repeal a clause in the constitu- 
tion without the formality of preparing and 
submitting a constitutional amendment? 

It is worthy of remark that the bill agreed 
to by the senate and house applies only to 
the police power of the states with respect 
to liquors. 

Should this bill become alaw and prove to 
be an effective one, which is exceedingly 
doubtful, the decision of the supreme court 
will still apply to adulterated foods, drugs, 
ec. ° 

It may be taken for granted that this de- 


=. cision of the supreme court, which is vicious 


in its conception and results, will stand until 
it is reversed by the court itself, or repealed 
by a constitutional amendment adopted with 
the usual formalities. The wonder is that 
sensible congressmen should have any other 


idea.

An Anti-Lottery Biunder, 

The anti-lottery convention, recently in 
session at Baton Rouge, made a blunder 
when it asked congress to interfere. 

Louisiana has an indisputable right to 

mt or refuse a charter to a lottery com- 
pany, and the general government has 
nothing to do with it. 

We found it necessary a few wecks ago to 
call attention to the fact that congressional 
legislation was not needed in the matter of 
original packages, and pointed to Georgia’s 
example. In this state where the home rule 
idea reigns supreme our people attend to 
local affairs themselves, without asking out- 
side permission or assistance. The original 
package trouble was settled in Georgia in 
less than a week. 

The lottery question should stand on a 
similar footing. We had a lottery not many 
years ago, but the people smashed it when 
they decided to get rid of it, and that was 
the last of it. Our Louisiana friends should 
stick to home rule, and not ask the federal 
government to do what they have the power 
to do themselves. If the majority of the 


| people, through their representatives charter 


a lottery, the minority should submit. If, 
. as the antis charge, legislators were bribed, 


the guilty parties should be hunted down ’ 


and punished. 

But the circumstances of the case do not 
justify the abandonment of the home rule 
idea. The action of the anti-lottery conven- 
tion strengthens the centralists, and makes 
it easier for them to encroach upon the re- 
served rights of the states.

The Alliance in the West, 

We referred the other day to the tremend- 
ous changes that are taking place among 
the voters in the west and_northwest. The 
moving causesof this change is undoubtedly 
the Farmers’ Alliance, which is accomplish- 
ing a great mission in those sections. In 
any direct contest between the two old par- 
ties, the mass of the farmers of the west and 
northwest are unalterable—not because of 
any principle involved, but by reason of ed- 
ucation, habit and inheritance. 

The alliance, however, commending itself 
to the farmers on account of the strength 
and practical ability of its co-operative fea- 
tures, has enabled these moss-back republi- 


cans to regard matters from an entirely new 
point of view. ‘The scales have dropped 
from their eyes, as it were, and the alliance 
has rubbed off some of the sharp corners of 
their sectional prejudice. They have dis- 
covered that there is something else in poli- 
tics besides hatred and abuse of the south, 
and their new attitude has begun to alarm 
the republican managers. 

We have been told that the alliance was 
the instrument by which the solid south was 
to be demoralized, subdivided and turned 
over to the republicans for purposes of spoila- 
tion and plunder, but the leaders of the party 
of sectionalism have had their eyes opened 
to the fact that the condition which keeps 
the south solid is more important than any 
merely political issue. It is a condition, 
moreover, that’ exists nowhere else in this 
country. 

It is a small wonder, therefore, that the 
republican organs are gradually turning 
their attention away from the gentle influ- 
ence of the alliance in the south to the more 
serious political changes it is bringing about 
in the west and northwest. They find, when 
they come to look closely into the matter, 
that the mission of the alliance in those sec- 
tions has been to place a club in the hands 
of the agricultural voter, and to teach him 
how to smash the republican party. 

A correspondent of The New York Trib- 
une, who has just returned from Wisconsin, 
writes to that paper that the final enactment 
of the McKinley bill in anything like the 
shape in which it now stands, will lose the 
republicans the next congress, ‘‘and will 
render it next to impossible for the demo- 
crats to bungle and blunder sufficiently to 
enable the republican party to elect a suc- 
cessor to President Harrison.’’ The same 
correspondent goes on to say that Mr. 
Blaine’s declaration that the McKinley bill 
will not open a new market for a barrel of 
pork or a bushel of grain will cost the repub- 
licans 20,000 votes in Wisconsin, unless the 
party ‘‘boldly adopts’’ Mr. Blaine’s sugges- 
tions. 

All of which is exceedingly significant. It 
shows that the alliance has a great mission 
to perform in states where the farmers have 
been hoodwinked by the sectionalists and 
south-haters.

Judge Lester Tells the Story of His Life—Cobb 
County and the Rest of the World— 
The School Commissionership. 


Aside from the fact of Colonel Northen 
having no opposition whatever in his first race 
for governor, the most notable feature of the 
convention of Thursday was the nomination 
of Cobb county men for the two offices, 
over which there was a_ contest. 
This coincidence is even more  strikin 
when the fact is known that Judge Lester an 
Captain Nesbitt are not only citizens of the 
game county, Dut are next door neighbors. 
That isafact, Theyliveon a road leading 
out from Marietta and their places adjoin. 
Captain Nesbitt’s home has been there for a 


"good many years, but Judge Lester moved to 


his present home not very long since, it having 
been purchased from Mr. Hugh Starnes. 

As soon as this fact of the two 
winners living so close together became 
known among the Atlanta real estate nen the 
proposition was at once made to form a syndi- 
cate for the purchase of land along that road. 

“We would get every candidate for office in 
the state,’’ said one of them, in discussing the 
proposition, ‘*to take.a ftiyer out there just for 
luck. I tell you there’s big money in it.”

Judge George Lester has been a prominent 
figure in Georgia for a good many years, and 
everybody inthestate ought to know all about 
him. Several people, however, were heard 
to ask for some particulars about his life, and 
when I told Judge Lester about this he said: 
*1 was born in Abbeville district, South Caro- 
lina, near where the great John C. Calhoun 
resided. When about four years old I removed 
to Georgia, and settled at Lawrenceville, in 
the county of Gwinnett. When I was about 
ten years old my parents removed to Cumming, 
in Forsyth county, where I was raised to 
manhood. I attended such schools as that 
little village afforded. 

“When about twelve years old I lost my 
father, who left my mother very poor, with six 
little children to raise by the unaided employ- 
ment of her needle. I was the oldest son, and 
my mother managed to keep me at school 
until I was fifteen years old. I wascompelled 
to withdraw from school entirely and go at 
something that would aid her in the mainten- 
ance and education of the younger children. I 
taught school before I was sixteen years of 
age. I read almost every book I could lay my 
hands on, and studied Latin under the private 
tutelage of a friend. I then studied law, and by 
a special act of the legislature I was admitted 
to thebar before I was nineteen years old.’’

“Before I was twenty-one years old I opened 
an office and began the practice of my profes- 
gion in the town of Dahlonega, Lumpkin county, 
and have devoted my time and what talents I 
possessed to the practice of law from that time 
to the present. In 1848 Colonel Nathan L. 
Hutchins, Sr., who was my _ strong 
friend, and the friend of my 
father and mother, offered me 
a@ partnership in the pratice of law, which I 
accepted, and I went to Lawrenceville to aid 
him in working off some business which he 
had on hand in his office at that place. I 
remained at Lawrenceville a little over one 
year, and we then opened another office in the 
town of Cumming, where we continued the 
practice together for four or five years. 

‘In the year 1853 I married.the oldest 
daughter of Hon David Irwin, of Marietta, 
who at that time was judge of the superior 
courts of the Blue Ridge circuit. In 1855, I 
removed to Marietta, Ga., where I now re- 


side.

“My first public position was that of repre- 
sentative in the Georgia legislature from the 
county of Cobb, which position I held for 
four years, and during all that time 1 was

Judge Cochran, L. N. Whittle, Julian Hart- 
ridge, Judge Gibson, Judge Linton Stephens, 
Judge B. H. Bigham, George T. Barnes, 
Thomas M. Norwood, lL.

My next pub- 
lic position was that of reporter of the superior

*‘In March, 1862, I entered the military ser- 
vice of. the confederate states, and was elected 
captain of Company B, Forty-first Georgia regi- 
ment, and was immediately sent to reinforce 
the army at Shilo, Miss. 

“Afterwards we were sent back to Georgia, 
and then to Chattanooga, Tenn., dnd through 
Tennessee and Kentucky to Perryville, Ky., 
where, onthe 8th of October, 1862, in the 
fierce battle of Perryville, I had the elbow- 
joint of my right arm so shattered by a minnie 
ball as to necessitate the amputation of the 
arm above the elbow, which compels, me to 
Wear an empty sleeve. Upon the heels of the 
battle General Bragg withdrew the army from 
Kentucky, leaving the sick and wounded in 
the hands of the federals. After remaining a 
prisoner of war for two months, I was ex- 
changed at Vicksburg, Miss., and al- 
lowed to come home. 

“I then made up a regiment of reserves under 
General Howell Cobb, and was elected colonel 
ofit. I commanded this regiment until the 
fall of 1863, when I was elected a member of 
the confederate congress, and ‘was serving the 
state in that position when the surrender of 
General Lee took place, and our cause was 
lost. My next and last public position was 
that of judge of the superior court of the 
Biue Ridge circuit, which I held for four 
years. [I was at one time chairman of the 
democratic executive committe of the state, 
and an elector for the state at large, and helped 
to cast the vote of Georgia for Grover Cleve- 
land, the only democratic president since the 
War between the states.’’

@ight before the convention, somebody brought 
up the defeat of Clements by Everett. 

“I'll tell you what itis,’’ said Uncle Bob 
Hardeman, who was one of the crowd; ‘you 
may say what you please about.

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CONDITION OF CROPS. 


Still Relatively High as to Cotton, but the 
Drought Has Affected Some States. 

WasuHincton, August 10.—The August cot- 

ton returns of the department of agriculture 


show a slight advance in condition in the Car-~ 


olinas, Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
a fall of 1 point in Georgia and Florida, of 2 
in Alabama, 4in Arkansas and 7\in Texas. 
The general average is 89.5. It was 91.4 last 
month. The condition is, therefore, still rela- 
tively high. Theimprovement in Mississippi 
river bottoms is from the rapid growth of late 
plantings of submerged areas. A fair stand, 
vigorous growth and abundant fruiting is gen- 
erally Wported. There are frequent references 
to drought, in some instances of several weeks’ 
duration, followed by _ sufiicient  rain- 
fall, in some cases by excessive 
rains. Yet there has been no general drought, 
and lecal estimates indicate small reductions 
of condition. One section of the country is 
reported dry; while another is too wet. Storms 
oi to have been quite local over portions 
of the cotton belt. Sandy soils have been 
benefited by the rains which have damaged 
the bottoms and clay uplands, and the drought, 
which bas scarcely wilted plants in heavy soils, 
has injured the crop in light lands. 

There are frequent reports of superior 
promise, the best forseveral years; in one 
count} in Georgia the best in thirty years. The 
only forms of injury reported are a tendency to 
drop leaves and fruit after sudden changes 
from dry to wet weather, and an occasional 
attack of rust. The caterpillar is not very 
prevalent, and has done little damage. Boll 
worms are somewhat more formidable in the 
southwest. 

AVERAGES OF CONDITION. 
' Averages of condition are as follows: 

a 93; North Carolina, 96; South 
Carolina, 95; Georgia, 94; Florida, 90; Ala- 
bama, 93; Mississippi, 90; Louisiana, 89; 
Texas, 82; Arkansas, 85; Tennessee, 93. 

THE GRAIN CROPS. 

There has been some injury from drought. 
The South Atlantic states report local 
droughts, with subsequent rains, and a com- 
paratively good, though somewhat reduced, 
condition of corn. Some counties in Missis- 
sippi have suffered materially from the absence 
of seasonable moisture. In Louisiana the crop 
isin high condition, though somewhat late 
in the overflowed districts. In Texas the 
crop is now matured, and is good except in the 
area that has suffered most from the drought. 
Late planted cornin Arkansas has been se- 
riously injured by the drought of the last three 
weeks in July. In the western 
and south western part of Ken- 
tucky the crop has been severely scorched, 
but rains since the 23d of July have materi- 
ally relieved the fields of the central and 
eastern districts. In Ohio there is a great 
difference between the northern and southern 
parts of the state. The southern division of 
the counties of Indiana and Illinois have like- 
wise received greater damage than the north- 
ern. The condition is slightly higher in 
Missouri. In Kansas the severity of the 
drought has culminated. Iowa and Nebraska 
are nearly in the status of the Ohio valley, 
while Minnesota makes the highest average 
of all the states. Wisconsin suffers slightly, 
and Michigan still more from drought. 

There has been a considerable reduction in 
the condition of spring wheat, amounting to 
fully 11 points. It fis less in Dakota than 
in other spring wheat districts. The average 
of the condition is 80 in Wisconsin, 80 in 
Minnesota, 87 in Iowa, 71 in Nebraska and 88 
in the Dakotas. Thelatteris adeecline of 7 
points, owing to hot southern winds, which

Another crop of great importance—potatoes— 
has also been much damaged by the drought, 
and a low rate of yield is assured.

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REVENUE COLLECTIONS, 


THE INTERNAL REVENUE FIGURES 


FOR JULY SHOW A BIG INCREASE, ~ 


Bome Raids Upon Moonshiners in Pike 
County—A Strange Case of Conspiracy Re- 
ported and Tried—The Storekeeper, 


The internal revenue collections for July 
show a great increase of those of the same 
month last year. 

Collector Walter Johnson has made up his 
geet month of July, and made the 
gequisite tabulated record for the first month 
of the ensuing fiscal year. 

July is usually the dullest month of the 
entire year in revenue collections, but for the 
month just ended a most satisfactory report 


bas been made. 

The figuresas compared with those of July, 
1889, show up exceedingly favorably forthe 
governmen t.

The increase shown by the table is $13,212.51 

forthe month of July just enled over the 
game month last year. 

The increase is remarkable in view of tho 
fact that the fruit crop this year beingso much 
shorter than that of last year. 

The argument is clear that there have been 
many improvements made in the cotlecting 
departments. Thisis shown by the figures 
representing the amounts of penalties and in- 
terest collected in the month of July for the 
two years. 

In 1889, the penalties amounted to $1,266.54 
for July, while this year, for the same month, 
they have only amounted to half that sum, 
$64.32. 3 

There have been more illicit distilleries 
captured this year than last, and forthe month 
of June, this year, the number was greater for 
Georgia and Alabama than for any other 
month on record, there being more than thirty 
seized then. 

RAIDING IN PIKE. 

The revenue officers have been doing some 
rapid work in Pike county for the past few 
days. 

Near Orchard Hill, in that county, twoillicit 
distilleries have been brought in. 

One of these is said to have been the prop- 
erty of Calvin Lynch, and consisted of a 150- 
gallon still and its belongings, tegether with 
1,500 gallons of beer, all of which was de- 
troyed. 

In the same neighborhood a 200-gallon still, 
five fermenters and 1,000 gallons of beer came 
under the glance of the hawk-eyed revenue 
officers and was captured by them. 

No arrests were made, 

11k WAS NO PUGILIST. 

A singular case of conspiracy came _ before 
Judge Haight Saturday evening from Chat- 
tooga county. 

The parties charged with conspiracy were 
L. J. Goodwin, D. R. ly and John Sturte- 
vant. 

The warrant was sworn out by William J. 
Coffee several days ago. 

From the evidence rendered at the trial it 
appears that Goodwin and Ily conduct a dis- 
tillery, and Sturtevant is a negro in their em- 
ploy, Coffee is the store-keeper and gauger 
there. 

Not many days ago Coffee claims that the 
negro Sturtevant raised a row’ with 
him because he _ refused to give him 
whisky. Afterwards the negro re- 
ported that Coffee took whisky from the 
cistern room, which is contrary to law. Coffee 
denied it and a row ensued. 

The owners of the distillery told Coffee to 
go out of the house and fightit out with the 
negro, Sturtevant. 

Coffee had them ail arrested on a charge of 
conspiracy, Claiming that they were trying to 
run him from the distillery and prevent him 
from discharging his duty there. 

Judge Haight dismissed the case. 


IT IS MUCH NEEDED. 


Detective Ed Cason Wants Another Ordi- 
nance Added to the City Code. 

“We need a law,” he said yesterday even- 
ing, ‘‘to prevent this prowling on the streets. 
The idea is this: You see, as it now is, any 
sort of a character can prowl about the streets 
at ail hours of the day or night, and we are 
powerless to prevent the perpetration of 
crime which may be aided in this way. We 
might do it if we could afford to stand and 
watch these prowlers, but while we kept our 
eyes on one or two a dozen others might be 
getting in their work. We've got a loiter- 
ing and sleeping ordinance, which makes 
it a violation for anybody to loiter 
or sleep on the property of another, 
but this is ineffectual as long 
as the loitering is confined to the public streets. 
For instance, a person could hang on a front 
gate or walk up and down in front of a house 
hour after hour, catching on to things, or all 
‘Bight if he chose, keeping guard for his partner 
doing the work on the inside of a house or 


store, and under the ordinance we couldn’t 


arrest him, unless we made a case of suspicion. 

“Almost every city of any pretentions has 
such an ordinance as this, and if the council 
will give us a prowling law I am satisfied we 
can prevent a great many thefts and burglaries 
where we now have to spend our time in hunt- 
ing up the thieves, which takes time, and does 
not always recompense the losing party by a 
Tecovery of the stolen goods. 

“Of course I don’t mean to arrest everybody 
caught on the streets at unreasonable hours, 


. but only such as fail to give a satisfactory ac- 


count of themselves. Suppose I see a couple 
of men standing in front of a dwelling or store, 
Watching it closely, either night or day, I at 
once suspscion something, but can do nothing 
but-stand and watch until they move off, neg- 
lecting my duty somewhere else, or move off 
myseif and leave them prowling to do their do. 

“Yes, sir, we need a prowling ordinance and 
I want to see one passed by the council.” 


A New Railroad.

A MEMBER OF THE MORTICULTURAL SOCIETY.— 
An association has recently been formed in Cali- 
fornia having for its object the establishment of a 
national plant register as a feature of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. It is proposed to ask con- 
gress to enact a law giving to originators of new 
varicties of useful plants the exclusive propagza- 
tion and sale rights for a limited time, just as the 
inventor is protected by the patent laws and the 
writer by the copynght laws. The Dill, 
as already outlined, requires the origi- 
nator to file a  deseription and _ history 
of the plant, towether with the points of excell- 
ence upon which he bases his application. If the 
plant is accepted the originator paysa certain sum 
and is grantedacertificate giving him the ex- 
clusive right to propagate and sell the same fora 
certain number of years, without the privilege of 
renewal. The purchaser of a plant entered under 
this act would have the right to propagate it for 
his own use, but not to sell or disseminate it, ex- 
cept by special arrangement with the originator. 
It is thought that such a measure will give a great 
impetus to horticultural advancement. 

A Sourn CAROLINIAN.—I admire the way the 
democratic party here in Georgia met the issues 
of the farmers’ movement; and Iam ina position 
to realize the good effects ofgat better than most 
people, for i have just returned from South Caro- 
lina. There is no reason that I can see for the 
strife and bitterness in that campaign. Why 
didn’t the party leaders there recognize the 
strength of the farmers’ movement and concede 
to them the governorship? That would have been 
the wisest possible movement on their part. Ben 
Tillman is a good man, honest and upright, and 
will make as good a governor as Colonel Northen 
or any other man, in my opinion. 

TALKING ABOUT THE Caensus—Bverybody is 
talking about Atlanta’s census—what a truly re- 
markable count it Was. 

The fact that Atlanta shows an Increase of more 
than 75 per cent over the last count means much, 
for there has been no such record reached by any 
other city in America excepting, perhaps, a few 
towns that owe their growth to the impetus of a 
boom, and have sprung up entirely during the 
census period. 

“The count made in Washington,” said Colonel 
Thibadeau yesterday, “will be more than has been 
given. There are nearer 66,000 people in Atlanta 
than 65,000, and the slips willsShowit. I presume 
the institutional enumeration was left out to be 
made up in the national count of institutional 
population. Increase by institutional population 
comprises such people as are in the hospitals and 
charitable institutions of the land.
